Baltimore, June 26.— By a vote of 
578 to 506, William J. Bryan was over­ 
thrown in the Democratic national con­ 
vention. The nam ing of Alton B. Barker 
as tem porary chairman was the issue 
on which Mr B rya n’s downfall came. 
T he com m oner himself, after dra m a tic 
m aneuvering on the floor of the con­ 
vention, entered the contest as a can­ 
didate for tem porary chairman, and 
th e showdown between the Bryan and 
anti-Bryan forces was therefore clean- 
cut and decisive. 
Only one big issue was involved in 
the struggle. 
It was whether William 
J. 
Bryan w?as again to dominate a 
national convention and for the fourth 
time nom inate himself for president. 
T he outcome of the battle, in the opin­ 
ion of Democratic leaders, has ended 
Mr. B ryan’s prospects of again leading 
his party in a national campaign. 
T he 
drubbing he got on the floor of th e 
convention and the ordinary c h aracter 
of the reception accorded to him by 
the delegates, are accepted as guaran­ 
tees that his ambition to walk awav 
with the 19 12 prize will not be grati­ 
fied. 
No attempt, however, is made by 
th e Democrats assembled here to de­ 
tra c t from the rem arkable showing of 
Mr. Bryan against the party organiza­ 
tion. 
The 506 votes that he polled 
w'ere purely a tribute to his personali­ 
ty and the grip he has had upon the 
party. 
The Bryan vote was strong 
enough to insure to him a com m and­ 
ing voice in the deliberations of the 
convention, and the Democratic con­ 
servatives are reconciled to the fact 
th a t Mr. Bryan will be able to shape 
the platform that is to be adopted at 
this convention. 
T hey are convinced, 
however, that his game to garner a 
nomination has effectively been block­ 
ed, unless the forces that carried the 
contest 
unexpectedly 
blunder 
and 
alienate some of the strength that has 
rallied under the anti-Bryan banner. 
T he vote was th e first development 
in 
the 
Democratic 
situation 
from 
wThirh fairly accurate deductions as 
to the future can be drawn. 
The bal­ 
loting dem onstrated that the conven­ 
tion will be controlled by progressives 
and the likelihood is that a so-called 
progressive will be named for presi­ 
dent. 
In the opinion of many of th e 
Democratic leaders, the situation has 
now narrowed down to Champ Clark 
and 
Woodrow 
Wilson, 
with 
Mayor 
Gaynor of New York as a possible 
compromise in the event of a dead­ 
lock. 
While Judge B arker and his friends 
w’ere able to m uster a sufficient num ­ 
b e r of votes to bring about his elec­ 
tion to the tem porary chairmanship, 
m any radicals voted for him because 
they were frightened at the Idea of 
Bryan 
again 
becoming 
the 
party’s 
nominee. 
These votes added to the 
506 that were cast for Bryan indicates 
th at the Democrats of radical tenden­ 
cies are firmly seated in the saddle. 
To Champ Clark is due in large 
m e a sure the conditions for the defeat 
of Mr. Bryan.

T h e speaker did this 
because he w a* satisfied th a t if Bryan 
carried the fight for the chairmanship 
he would dom inate the convention and 
be the party’s nominee.

P a rk e r 
openly 
acknowledge 
their debt to Mr. Clark, and Mr. Bryan 
is Just as keenly alive to the hostile 
attitude th a t the speaker has assumed 
toward him. 
W h a t the effect of these develop­ 
m ents will be upon the Clark boom is 
uncertain. 
Many believe the speaker 
h a s placed the conservatives of the 
party so strongly under obligations to 
him that they will be obliged to throw 
th eir strength to him after the first 
few ballots in the convention. If Clark 
can hold his present strength of about 
450 delegate* and New York swings 
to him, his nomination probably will 
b« assured. 
T he impetus given to the 
Clark movement by New York's big 
block of delegates, would, it is though*, 
a ttra c t enough m ore to bring his total 
up to the necessary 728 votes.
